HIGHEST CROP AVERAGE 


THE CROP BULLETIN GIVES 
ALBERTA FIRST PLACE 


Dominion Government’s Report on 
the Crops and Live Stock of Can. 
ada for April Gives Interesting 
Figures—Alberta Shows Better 
Than Any Other Part of Canada 
in Condition of Crops. 
Ottawa.—The bulletin of the census 

office recently issued makes the fol- 


lowing report on the crops and live} 


stock of Canada: 

The seeding and growing season for 
the whole of Canada has opened late 
this year, and the month of April has 
been marked by hard frosts, but May 
has been favorable to the cultivation 
of the lands and the rainfall has been 
sufficient for healthy vegetation, 

Fall wheat, which is grown chiefly 
in Ontario and Alberta showed an 
average condition of 8&2 per cent, at 
the end of April, being 89 per cent. in 
Alberta and &l per cent. in Ontario. 

For the whole of Canada the area 
winter killed is reported to be 21 per 
cent., and the present conditién of the 
growing crop is &2 per cent. About 


12', per cent. of the clover was heave | 


ed out by spring frosts, and the aver- 
age condition of hay and clover at the 
end of April was &9 per cent. 

Alberta shows better than any other 
part of Canada, its average being 4’, 
per cent. Nova Scotia comes next 
with 92.55, and in Quebec, British Co- 
lumbia and Saskatchewan the condi- 
tion is over #. In Ontario it is #6 
and in Manitoba & per cent, 

The percentage of the total seeding 
completed at the end of April was 
21.86 per cent. in Quebee, 44 in On- 
turio, 47 in Manitoba, 47.30 in Sas- 
katchewan, 66.81 in Alberta, and 76.00 
in British Columbia. Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan had 70 per cent. of the 


proposed spring wheat sown at the) 


end of April, and Alberta and British 
Columbia #0 per cent. 

The Maritime provinces had searce- 
ly made a beginning of seeding opera- 
tions at the end of April, and in Que- 
bee barely G:a-fourh of the spring 
wheat, oats and barley were sown, 
In Ontario 51 per cent, of the spring 
wheat was in the ground, 44 per cent. 
of outs and 424; per cent. of barley. 

The report on the condition of live 
stock is good for all the provinces, be- 
ing % for horses, 92.43 for milch cows, 
90.56 for other cattle, 95.32 for sheep, 
and 4.51 for swine. Alberta is below 
0) for horses; Manitoba, Saskatehe- 
wan and Alberta for  mileh cows: 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia for other cattle, and 
Alberta and British Columbia for 
sheep, but generally the condition 
ranges about 90 per cent

Our lesson tithe, “Song of the Vines 
yard,” must be considered in the light 
of the first verse, “A song of my bes 
loved touching his vineyard.”

Verse 7 of our lesson tells us that the 
house of Israel is the Lord's vineyard 
here referred to and the men of Judah 
His pleasant plant, but instead of 
producing the desired fruit they were 
Yielding only wild grapes, deseribed in 
the sixfold woe of the chapter and in 
Hos. x. 1, as an empty vine bringing 
forth fruit unto himself. According 
to the six woes, they were mighty to 
drink wine, enjoy pleasures, gather 
property, eall things by their wrong 
names and sin, 

He brought them out of Egypt, cast 
out the nations before them and plant. 
ed them in a good land, but because 
of their sin He had to turn His face 
from them, and their only hope was

The 
insurance rate is 6 percent. The in 
crease in taxation should these pro 
positions be carried through would be 
about 1% mills. he money | 
would be left in town where now it 
goes to insurance companies. ‘The re. 
duction in insurance rates if the town 
had proper fire protection would be 
about rs or 20 per cent. reduction, which 
means about $15,000 per year as there 
is about $250.000 property iusurance 
on main strect. ‘The differauce saved 
on insurance rates would easily pay 
the interest on $75,000. In regard to 
sewerage it must be carried to some 
coolie where it would be irrigated and 
purified. The Dipping tank is the 
mest suitable for this- It is econom- 
ica! and is jurt suitable for Alberta 
towns, 

Mayor Atkins said the best engine 
for the electric light is the Drexel oil 


engine. Its advantage for this town 1s} 
because it is small and only a small} 
building is required,and 1t is also econ, 


omical on account of the small ammount 
of fuel it takes to run it, Crude oil is 
used as fuel which can be bought at 11 
cents a gallon. The engineis also guar- 
anteed by the company in every partic: 
ular Also the cost of lighting a build’ 
ing with electric lights would only be 
about from one to $6 a month accord- 
ing to lights used. 

The meeting was then open for any 
questions the ratepayers wished to ask, 

Mr. C, Hebert—What I want to 
know is how the Council arrive at the 
conclusion that we are able to under- 
take such athing- ‘The tax rate had 
heen increased last year from 18 to 20 
mills and now an additional $7§,000,0n 
the top of this would necessarily mean 
a large increase in the tax rate. Also 
there are from 30 to4o drilled wells in 
town which are giving first class water 
and also an ample supply. ‘here 
would be an additional cost to each 
householder to have the system put'in 
his house. The council should take 
up the matter of single tax.

Mr Maxwell replied 
that ona twenty year debenture it 
wonld be from 2 to 24 2 mills. 

Vhe leyisiature in the near future is 
KOIny tO pass anew town act which will 
increase the length of debentures to 4¢ 
years. This would mean a large de- 
crease in expense. Several towns have 
been allowed 'o spread their debentures 
Over 40 years and there was no doult 
but that Didsbury would be allowed to 
do the same. 

Mr. DS. Shantx—In reply to Mr. 
Heibert | would say that the extra 2 
mills last year was for special purposes 
and we would be able to drop back to 
1S mills. If we took up the propost- 
tionl think 20 mills would be the high 
est rate I think it is necessary to have 
these improvements as an inducement 
to bring people to our town, Also it 
would ve the means of keeping peopie 
here if they could have waterworks and 
the other conveniences in their home. 

Also the condition of the lanes and 
alleys would be much improved by 
sewerage. 

Mr. O. W, Hembling-We are all de- 
sirous of having these improvements. 
If the council are able to give us these 
conveniences without increasing the tax 
rates over 20 wills DT think itis all right, 
I do not think though that the build 
ings In fown are built for waterworks 
as the water would freeze in the winter, 
I do not think that any town the size 
of Didsbury can afford it. 

Mir, Davies asked whether the water- 
works would be of any benefit to Kast 
Ddsoury. Mr. Atkins replied it 
woud not as it only took in west Dids- 
dury 

Dr, Weart asked whether 2 engines 
were necessary for the systems. = Mr, 
Maxwell stated that soo h. P, engine 
would be sufficient for both electric 
lights and waterworks system. 

Mr. Weber asked whether there 
would be any differance in cost if only 
the electric light system was taken and 
not the three systems. Mr. Maxwell 
replied that onecould be installed with 
out additional cost. ‘The town would 
lose nothing by installing the electric 
light system alone and not the others, 

The ratepayers were not ready to de- 
cide whether it would be advisable to 
vote on a bylaw for these propositions 
or not, 

Mr, Sexsmith said that the council 
seemed a little lax in expressing their 
opinions and he thought that the mat 
ter had better be left for consideration, 

Mr. Atkins then asked all ratepayers 
who were in favor of electric light pro. 
position to rise, ‘lhe ratepayers voted 
24 in favor and 13 against. 

After thanking the ratepayers for 
their interest in the matter the meeting 
was dismissed.
